Htudy of tho Underwood-Simmons tariff 
bill to determine whether it will produce 
enough revenue for governmental needs 
was still under way today when the tar- 
iff rnnfurcnce committee resumed work. 
Inductions by the senate have in many 
instances been opposed by the hoube 
conferees on the ground tb.it they would 
cut the revenues beyond' the margin of 
Safety. 


Chairman Simmons, of the senate con- 


ferees, 
has 
announced 
that 
the bill 


would amply meet the revenue needs of 
the nation. Some of the more import- 
ant disputes, however, are on articles on 
which house members fear a reduction 
of rules will mean too inueh loss nf rev- 
enue. 
'Mere wan little prospect when 


the conference was resumed today thnt 
details of the bill eould b« completed 
before 1 In- end of next week. 


Bananas Remain Free. 


The tariff conference committee today 


voted to leave bananas on the free list. 
After a long controversy in which the 
influence 
of 
President 
Wilson 
was 


thrown in favor of the continued free 
importation of the fruit, the senate con- 
ferees receded from 
their amendment 


which would have imposed a iluty of 
one-tenth of one cent per pound. 


The senate conferees also gave way as 


to the duty on lemons, limes, grape 
fruit and 
similar fruits, leaving the 


rates as fixed by the house, bn.sed on the 
measurement of packages. 
The senate 


hud fixed a flat rate of one-half of one 
cent per pound. The house rates agreed 
to arc a slight reduction over existing 
rates. 


Two Other Decisions. 


Two other important decisions defin- 


itely removed the proposed countervail- 
ing duty against wood pulp and imposed 
a countervailing duty against potat.oes 
when imported from countries imposing 
duties on like imports from the Tnited 
States. The senate had struck out the 
word pulp countervailing duly imposed 
by the house and the conferees today 
ratified that action. 
The ten per cent 


countervailing duty on potatoes adopted 
by the conferees also was a senate 
Amendment.

Tho repeated hints and covert charges that; while, he was a member of the 


board of public safety, Mr. Charles H. Buck had a large part in framing the pol- 
icy for the establishment of a segregated vice district in Fort Wayne, may as weil 
now be answered and once for all disposed of. 
The non-partisan candidate for 


mayor had nothing to do with the arlop tion of that policy. 
Mr. Buck did not 


receive his first appointment as a member of the board of public safety until 
February f), 1897. The segregated vice district had been established more than 
two years prior to that, under the auspices of another administration. 
At the 


time Mr. Buck took his seat on the boa rd of safety, the policy of isolating the 
social evil hail become well established in Fort Wayne. The resorts had increased 
in numbers and the place of their situation hod become completely recognized as 
the "red light district" of this city. As to the part Mr. Buck had in the policy of 
any administration with which he was connected, so far as it related to recogni- 
tion and toleration of segregated vice, it answers completely to say that he had 
nothing to do with dictating the course o f any administration. 
1'olicies of mu- 


nicipal administration are prescribed and enforced by the mayor. The board of 
lafety is the executive authority over ho th the 'police and lire departments, 
[t 


has been the practice for that board to co ncern itself with the discipline of those 
departments and with such duties as appointing and discharging members of the 
police and fire forces, with the requisi tion and purchase of supplies, and the 
keeping of accounts. The policies of administration, as they affect cncfofCttmcnt 
of the laws and the manleuance of moral conditions, or the contrary, nrft deter- 
mined by tho mayor. That has been t he undcviatincc nreccdcut in Fort Wayne.

KING SENDS MESSAGE 


Rome, Sept. 20.—An imposing demon- 


stration, in which about 20,000 people, 
including many rcd-shirtod (iarihaldians 
and other veterans, took part, was held 
today in celebration of the anniversary 
of the capture of Rome by the Italian 
troops in 1870. 


A procession was formed and marched 


to the breach in the wall, by which the 
Italians entered. 
There tho manifest- 


ants were met by tho mayor of Rom 
Ernest Nathan, who read 
a 
message 


from King Victor Emmanuel in reply to 
greetings sent by the municipality. 


His majesty telegraphed: "The virtue 


of the. Italian people and the valor of 
the arm}' have made Libya ours. Italy 
now calls for tho first time all her chil- 
dren to the polls, including even the il- 
literates." 


Tho royal message was greeted with 


an outburst of enthusiasm, which is -e- 


ded by the authorities as very signi- 


ficant after the recent clerical and anti- 
clerical disturbances.

:hem with your can-opener—01 course, 
there won't be any shells—thaw 'em out 
md use them for omelets, custard or your 
Saturday baking. 


And you can bet that the canned «ggs 


will be o. k. if the private canners co- 
nperate with the great American hen as 
well as Uncle Sam does, getting the eggs 
while they're still fresh, breaking arid 
freezing them under conditions of rigid 
cleanliness and keeping them frozen till 
they reach the consumer. 


The hen does her part nobiy. laying 


?fiOO.OOO.i)00 worth of eggs a year. 
But 


tlie busy farmer's wife ton orten lets 
them lie around in the sun and dew. and 
he country merchant, the commission 
man. the railroad freight agent and. the 
retailer all help to make them stale. In 
the summer 10 per cent, of the supply 
spoils, and the cold storage men hold 
vast quantities for speculation, and then 
'n the winter eggs are dear. 


Undo Sam would chan™ all that. He 


u'ould gather the eggs while they're fresh, 
plentiful and cheap, and save them to use 
through the year in the shape that makes 
them easiest to preserve and cheapest to 
handle. 


In the food research laboratory of the 


-lepartmcnt of agriculture at Washington 
he is showing exactly how to do it. and 
you can see for yourself if you go there. 
But you may have to take c>IT your bat 
and slip on a sterilizid white gown, for 
the place is as cJean ap hospital operat- 
ing room.

Pledges and Performance 


The city non-partisan central committee does well to 


urge upon the voters of Fort Wayne a close and careful 
*tudy of the platform upon which Charles PL Buck and 
associates on the non-partisan ticket arc before the peo- 
ple. 
The document will stand analysis. It is clear-cut 


and unequivocal in every declaration. It admits of no 
tevasion and no double construction. One of its earliest 
planks deals with the question of law enforcement, and 
upon this subject it says: 


"We are, therefore, opposed to vice whether in 


'Segregated districts, road houses, sulonn annexes, wine 
rooms ,on the street or in any other place, and pledge our 
nominees to str'n-t enforcement of the laws regulating the 
ealoon and prohibiting gambling and the social evil. No 
man who upholds vice by lending financial aid or other- 
wise should be allowed to hold public office/' 
,.•• 
As a matter of fact, law enforcement is a very simple 


thing. To secure it there need be only the plain insist- 
ence by the city administration upon an observance of the 
law as it is written. There need be only orders that mean 
.what they say, and that are delivered without the sig- 
nificant wink of the eye. The lawless saloon and the out- 
lawed place of shame will not long persist in an attempt 
to "defy statutes once they are given to understand that 
absolute compliance is expected and that no favorites are 
to be played. But the public which desires decency and 
order dare not take chances upon electing to public office 
men who will set themselves up and presume to say which 
laws must be enforced and which laws may be flagrantly 
'disregarded. Again and again recreant officials have taken 
'refuge behind the declaration that the private citizen may 
file affidavits in cases of infraction which come under his 
.notice, when public officials refuse to act. The subterfuge 
to escape responsibility and evade plain duty is both cheap 
and nauseating. Experience has shown again and again 
that if the authorities have neither the desire nor the 
courage to enforce the law, the citizen may rail and. fume 
and protest to the limit of voice and endurance, but he 
will accomplish nothing. 


The one safe course of procedure is the election of of- 


ficials who have a sufficient sense of responsibility and a 
sufficient conviction of duty to the people to enforce the 
law. The promise in the non-partisan platform is definite 
and conclusive. 
Charles H. Buck has declared, plainly 


. and squarely, that if elected mayor he will redeem ab- 
solutely every promise it contains, not only as to law en- 
forcement but for a non-partisan government, strong, ef- 
ficient, progressive and responsive to the spirit of greater 
Fort Wayne. And those who enjoy the acquaintance of 
Mr. Buck know that his decarations meau exactly what 
they say.

dinner. Jf you have the knack of sys- 
tematizing your work hnlf an hour will 
he sufficient to heat and serve your din- 
ner, and if you expect company this 
method of meeting the dinner question 
without the help of u maid is especially 
to be recommended, as nothing is more 
agreeabk- for guests than to see the 
hostess, cool and unruffled, serve a menl 
without apparent elfort. 


(\\hen nsjng these recipes remember 


to use a graded half-pint measure). 


Filled Meat Loaf. 


Ingredients: 
Two pounds of chopped 


>cef, one pound of chopped venl. one- 
tall pound of sausage meat, one table- 
spoonful of minced onion, one egg 
two 


rolled crackers, salt 
and 
pepper as 


needed. 


Method; 
Beat the egg nnd combine 


with rest of ingredients, kneading and 
nixing m,til all material is well blend- 
ed: have nn oblong bread tin greased, 
then press meat into btotom and along 
sides of pan; now place the tilling in ceu- 
er. fitting it 'in well so ns to have a 
bin layer of meat on all sides ami 
iress rest of meat on top of dressing- 
>akc in moderate heat until meat is done. 
>ut do not get it too brown or dry. 


Ingredients for filling: 
One-half loaf 


if white bread, one small onion, one-half 
easpoonful of powdered sage, one <,uar- 
er trospoonful of salt, a liberal shak- 
ng of pepper, two eggs, one tablespoon- 
til of butter, water ns needed. 


Method: 
Cut brend into slices and 


rim the outer crust, pour cold water on 
ind ns soon ns soft press out the wnter 
nd pick soaked bread apart: bent the 


eggs well, add seasoning and eggs to 
bread, heat butter in a pan. pour in the 
dressing nnd let heat through, then use 
as directed. 


Homc-Made Egg Noodles. 


Ingredients: 
Tw-o eggs, three tnble- 


spoonfuls of cold water, n pinch of salt 
•lour as needed (about three cupfuls in 
nil). 


Method: Beat eggs well, ndd salt nnd 


water, then begin to stir in the flour 
gradually; when mass leaves side of pan 
lake onto (loured board anil knead in 
enough Hour to make a rather stiff but 
elastic dough. 
Long kneading makes 


them tender. The amount of Hour de- 
pends somewhat on the size of eggs; 
dough must be tender enough to roll 
very thin, but not soft. Now divide tho 
dough into three parts, roll each portion 
into a very thin sheet, lay on clean, 
cloth or paper nnd let them dry. When 
dry lay the sheets one on top of the 
other, cut into quarters, then place tho 
sections with cut edge close together 
and begin to cut into strips about one- 
half inch wide. 
Toss these strips about 


to separate and let them get dry, then 
place aside until next day. When ready 
to cook, place in a kettle of slightly 
salted boiling water, cook rapidly for 
fifteen or twenty minutes, drain, let a 
little cold water run through, then pour 
some melted butter over and keep hot 
until ready to serve. A crown of toast- 
ed bread crumbs or shopped parsley is 
an improvement. 


Lemon Meringue Pie. 


Ingredients for crust: Two ctipfuls of 


sifted pastry llour. a pinch of salt, ono 
quarter teaspoonful of baking powder, 
three level tnblespoonfuls of lard, two 
level tahlespoonfuls of 
butter, 
threa 


tabu-spoonfuls of cold water. 


-Method: 
Mix all dry ingredients and 


nib shortening in with finger tips until 
flour is like coarse meal. Stir the water 
in with a fork nnd if any dry particles 
remain, gather them up in both floured 
hands anil press together. Paste must 


like putty: the secret of good pie- 


crust is to use very little flour In roll- 
ing, so be sparing in flouring board or 
rolling pin. Roll crust a little thicker 
than ordinary pasteboard and line a 
deep tin. pressing the paste well along 
sides: then trim around the upper edge 
with a knife: now roll some long strip* 
of paste nnd with n pastry wheel or 
knife cut strips one-quarter of an inch 
wide; lay these along the rim of tin; 
then with thumbs and forefingers, crimp 
into a fluted, upstanding border; pour 
in tho tilling and bake until center of 


llio£ is set and firm. 
Ingredients for tilling: Yolks of three 


eggs, one cupful of sugar, juice and 
grated rind of one lemon, three crackers, 
one cupful of milk. 


Method: 
Scrub the lemon nnd grain 


the very outer yellow rind; extract juico 
and strain; bent yolks well; add Bugar 
and 
lemon and beat until nice and 


creamy; 
roll the crackers finely and. 


ndd. 
nlteniating with the milk; pour 


into the prepared crust and bake; when 
cold, prepare meringue.

rigation searfon and :i2,000 tons of coal 
have been tnken out nnd consumed. The 
miners are now digging from 80 to i)0 
tons a day. 


The coal has cost Uncle Sam an aver- 


ngc of $1,35 a ton, including operation 
nnd maintenance and overhead expenses. 
And Uncle Sam is doing better right 
along.

So much for 
Uncle 
Sam's business 


shrewdness in mining coal cheaply. But 
how have his miners fared? 


Well, they're not complaining. Uncle 


pays the "going rate," thereby playing 
fair with 
private 
operators. 
But he 


gives the miners better working facil- 
ities, so they dig more coal and make 
more money. And he can get all the 
miners he wants, when be has steady 
work for them. He gives the preference 
to married men. 


If they're inexperienced men, hired 


for emergencies, they get $2.50 to $3-00 
a day. The "skinners" (mule drivers) 
make, SO cents more. 


But nearly all the men are skilled 


miners, 
working on a tonnage basis. 


They are paid BO cents a ton for room 
work in 25-foot rooms; 70 cfsnta for 10- 
foot rooms or "necks" nnd 80 cents for 
7-foot entry or tunnel work. 


These ton-workers average from $3.50 


to $4.00 a day, after paying for their ex- 
plosives, lamps, picks, shovels and re- 
pairs. The best miners net $4.50 to $5 
a dny. And 'he average 
coal miner's 


wages in the United States are about 
$2.00 a day. 


Add to that the fact that Uncle Sam 


furnishes 
comfortable 
"bunk 
houses" 


free for his single men and keeps them 
cleaned and heated. 


Add the fact that he maintains a free 


bath room for the men. with hot show- 
ers nnd privnte lockers. 


Add the fart that he runs a boarding 


house and gives good meals for 25 cents 
a meal, where all the bachelors board, 
and where 
the 
others 
may if they 


choose. 


I ate a meal in that "mess house." It 


was nothing out of the ordinary, the 
men said.

fried potatoes, good bread nnd fresh but- 
ter, lettuce, apple sauce, cake nnd iced 
tea.

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New Vocational Training Department in Fort Wayne 


City Schools May Lead to Opening of Separate Institution 


W 


HEN members of the Fort. Wayne 


school bonrrl decided to introduce 
a vocational training scliool in 


Fort Wayne they did not know whether 
success or failure would result. The r'uct 
is that they do not know now, for th. 
stitntion lias been in existence only two 
nocks, bpt judging from the rntu of in- 
crease in the class membership and from 
inquiries made concerning tho venture, it 
will be a success beyond the fondest ex- 
pectations of those who arc interested in 
its welfare. 


Fort Wayne has always been recognized 


as ono of the leading cities of tlie mid- 
dle west in educational progress, and now 
that a vocational training scliool has been 
inaugurated, nothing will be left undone, 
according to school authorities, in mak- 


g it popular, 
It might also be of interest to tlie pub- 


lic to know that Prof. Justin N. Study, 
superintendent of the 
public 
schools 


'•here, has quietly passed the word along 
that if the vocational training school is 
found to measure up to what is expected 
of it within the next year, arrangements 
"will be made to secure a separate build- 
ing for the use of this department ex- 
clusively. 


Educators in a!l parts of the country 
lave long been battling -with the problem 
of keeping the boys and girls in school 
after they reach the age where under the

Superintendent Study has devised a. 


plan which systemizes the opening ot, 
trade classes. As soon as twenty boys 
or twenty girls are enrolled, all of whom 
desire to take up some special 
trade, 


equipment will be furnished and classes 
opened in this line of work. At present 
there are no classes, in forging, black- 
smithing or machine shop work, but if 
twenty or more boys want to take up 
any oaf. of thwse trados, arrangements 
will be made for giving them the proper 
course of instruction. 


May Later Be Trade School. 


Announcement is made that in due 


course of time the vocational training 
scliool in Fort Wayne may grow into 
a special trade school, such a^ are now 
'in existence in many of the larger cities. 
The vocational training school, as it is, 
is just one step removed from the more 
advanced institutions of this kind. It is 
a trade school now, but not on such an 
elaborate scale as many of those that 
have been in operation for some time. 


Tho usual school day for vocational 


training schools is eight hours, but this 
schedule has not been put into effect 
here at this time, and the pupils arc 
•required to attend classes only as long 
03 the pupils of the regular day schools. 


It is said that tho small enrollment 


.at tho opening of the department was 
due to tho fast that tho people of Fort 


generally speaking, were not 


familiar wdth such an institution. They 
were of tho opinion that the vocational 
school was a regular portion of tho day 
.school, but later, as they understood 
the meaning of tho department, the 
•number of pupils increased. 
Teachers 


in the vocationa.1 school are going di- 
rect to parents of children who are not 
,n school. AXtor it ia explained to them 
that one-half of tho time each day is 
given to actual hard work, and the oth- 
;r half to academic studies, no trouble 
s experienced in inducing them to en- 
the academic work, including Knglish tqr their youngsters. 


F.icts Are Alarming. 


According to Mr. Cordon, fully ono- 


hulf of thii boys now attending the. vo- 
cational training school would not be 
in school at all if it were not for the 
introduction of this 
new department. 


He declares that thousands of boys and 
girls each year quit school as soon as 
they pass tho age where they are al- 
lowed to do so, and then go to work in 
some store or factory. These youngsters 
range in age from fourteen to sixteen 
years, just at a period when they should 
bo engaged in study. 
The law requires 


that children between these ages must 
cither be steadily employed or in school 
and any grown-up knows that they be- 
long in the school. 


Vocational education has in a meas- 


ure helped to solve the problem of keep- 
ing these young people in school. It is 
different from tho regular day school and 
the course of study and work never fails 
to appeal to the youthful mind, ono half 
nf the day being given to hand work — 
other half to acudcmu'c work growing out 
of tlie industrial work. 


"Vocational training is a reorganiza- 


tion of the regular day school in a way 
so ad to make i± apply to actual con- 
crete situations." 


Thttt is the way the institution is 


sized up by Professor Gordon, and his 
summary of the department covers a 
great deal. 
The 
vocational 
training 


school is a compromise between the old 
'ashioncd trade school that taught noth^ 
ing but hard wort, and the present oul- 
tu*e day sehnoL 
It 
id a semi-indus- 


trial institution. The boys in the car- 
pentry clauses furnish an example of 
this. They receive training in carpen- 
try in the school 
workshop 
and are 


taught everything that it ia necessary 
for them to know to learn a trade. But 
the vocational school 
not stop its 


work there. It takes tho students from 
the fichooj room and places them to work 
on buildings actually under oourse of 
construction, 
Thay help build houses 


and other structures that are to be oc- 
cupied by people. 


It All Takes Time. 


Before tho local training school is 


successful, the parents will have to un- 
derstand what it is. Port Wayne. peo- 
ple at this time know very little alioiU 
the work thai is done. It is somethirfjj 
comparatively new in Indiana and people 
of Fort Wayne, like those of other cities 
who arc familiar with the work of the 
manual training school,, are inclined to 
class vocational training in the same 
list. 


Vocational training is a side track, so 


to speak, from the high and manual 
training school, just as "the high scliool 
is a side track from the preparatory 
institutions and colleges w-horo children 
.were sent' alter leaving the -grades, 'It 


is a step in advance of manual training, 
in that tho boys and girls who are tak- 
ing the vocational training courses arc 
given practical, not theoretical instruc- 
tion in tin1 trades, and are fitted to go 
directly from school to take up their 
chosen line of work. It is said that if 
u. boy or girl hn« applied his time earn 
estly and conscientiously to his work in 
the vocational scliool during the pre- 
scribed period 
of 
study, 
there will 


scarcely be any necessity for him or her 
to first serve as an apprentice before 
taking up a trade. 


And while they are working with their 


hands, learning a trade, or learning how 
to keep house they are also being taught 
mathematics, English, 
United State's 


history, geography and other things that 
will help them along later in life when 
they go out to rub elbows with the 
world. 
Technical grammar is omitted 


from tho curriculum, as is theoretical 
mathematics: ancient and Grecian his- 
tory and other subjects that it is not 
necessary for them to know when they 
enter life's battle. Among tho lifferent 
tranches included in the curriculum arc 
the following: 


Bench work in wood, wood turning, 


sewing, cooking, housekeeping, textiles, 
drawing, both freehand and mechanical, 
designing for girls, practical mathe- 
matics, Hnglish literature^ and compusi- 


geuography and 
civics, United 


States history, business conditions and 
ncthods. 


Pomestic Art, 


"The vocational work in domestic art 


consists 
of garment mitkitur and in- 


cludes the outfit for the work in cook- 
ing," said Helen Dean, in char-ge of this 
branch. "The design course is in , con 
nection with the dressmakinc depart 
ment. The domestic art work in the 
evening continuation scho61 consists of 
millinery 
and 
dressmaking. 
These 


courses are wholly practical and the 
work is well begun." 


Dorothy E. Waltz, in discussing the 


history and geography course, states 
that this line will cover the history of 
industries, beginning with prehistoric 
man's implements and materials and de- 
veloping the growth of industries to tin- 
present time. 
i 


he inventions of importance and 


their effect 
upon civilization will be 


studied," said jfiss Waltz. "Local geo- 
graphy as well as local history has an 
important place in the outlined course. 
The mannfactnprinfr 
plants 
of Fort 


Wayne will bo visited and a thorough 
study of each industry will 1)0 made in 
order to acquaint the students with the 
advantages that each offers and to help 
iim or her make a wise choice of vocn- 
iions." 


The Wight Classes. 


More than one hundred and fifty .hauo

Constant attention will hr- drvnlvd to 


this night school and it is believed that 
it is one branch of the vocational train- 
ing department in Fort Wayne that will 
do a great deal of good, in that it will 
have as students those who have been 
out of school and who arc now employer!

The Commission's Report. 


The commission on industrial and agri- 


cultural education 
in Indiana, visited 


Fort Wayne two years ago while on its 
initial trip about the state, and spent 
some timt! here preparing statistics con- 


ing school and labor conditions in 


this oity. -What the members of the 
;ommifl3ion loomed hero was included 
in tlioir report and this document, pre- 
sented to tin: state legislature, is direct- 
ly responsible for tho enactment of laws

education, 


lumbers of the commission were Will 
A. Yarling, chairman; John 0. Brown,

10)111 L. Kutohain, Frank D. McElroy, 
Ulysses 0. Weatherly and .John A. Lapp. 


Thin commission, among other things, 


found that the larger part of tliu boys 
and girls leave school before the com- 
pletion of the elementary course, un- 
prepared for anything which will aid 
them in their inunedia'to prublom of 
earning a living with their hands. Among 
other things tlie report states: 


"From statistics available in other 


states it is safe to estimate that there 
are fully 2S,OfK) boys and girls in Indiana 
between the ages of fourteen and six- 
teen yoare who have not secured ar«- 
quate preparation for life work in tho 
schools and who are now working in 
ildcad end" or "blind alley" iobs, or in 
other words, jobs that hold no prom- 
ise for future competence or advance- 
ment." 


Some Other Reasons. 


Additional argument favoring thf> es- 


tablishment of the vocational school is 
as follows: 


"The shop has never been successful 


as a school master. 
The principal part 


of education to be gained in a shop is 
skill in processes. 
The schools must 


supplement the shop and tho two must 
co-operate to prepare the worker prop- 
erly. 
But the actual training by the 


school must be given by teachers who 
(live had success and experience as well 
as adequate knowledge. 


"The courses of study in our elemen- 


tary and high schools arc directed 


..- toward a preparation for college, to 
^ iiich only a meagre percentage €?ver go. 
'''I 
way from the kindergarten straight 


through college," has bc-en smoothed out 
to tlie disadvantage of tl.e way which 
thi> rust majority, fully flfl per cent., 
take, straight iuto indiiDlrinl work. 


Our Needs Not Supplied. 


The commission found the vocational 


needs only nu-agorly supplied in Indi- 
una by the general courses in manual 
training and domestic science. No or- 
ganized efforts were discovered in the 
state to put pupils in touch with the op- 
portunities for Ufa work, and the in- 
vestigations disclosed that the people 
are not only ready, but anxious for the 
enlargement of the school work, so as to 
include the best possible preparation 
for life work for all people, whether 
thoy earn their living with their heads 
or with their hands. 


Difference in Schools. 


Industrial schools differ from trade 


schools in that thoy do not teach a spe- 
cific trade., but rather the fundamentals 
of several trades, thus laying thn foun- 
dation upon which the future education 
of the pupil rusts whether ho goes into 
the trade school or is apprenticed to a 
trade or whether he actually goes to 
work in a shop. 


These schools, according to the re- 


port of the commission, recognize, that 
most boys at the age of fourteen or 
even sixteen years arc- not, in a posi- 
tion to choose wisely a specific vocation 
and that they need a broad industrial 
foundation upon which thny may later 
determine on a specific trade. 
Indus- 


trial schools do, ne-vorthclc-ss, give much 
actual trade instruction. . 


Fourteen is the usual ago for com- 


pulsory attendance for those who aro 
at work. 
Boys and 
girls 
who stop 


scliool at that age are in an unfortu- 
nate position. They ar-e not old enough 
to take up a trade nor to enter a trado 
school. If they do not find interest in 
tho school and sco promise for them- 
selves they drift out to join the army 
of unskilled who live from 
hand to 


mouth in jobs that have no future out- 
look. 
The boy is often lured by the 


wage, which to him seems Inrgn, without 
foreseeing that he will find when he be- 
comes a man with a man's responsibil- 
ities and needs, that he is holding a 
boy's position with a boy's wages and 
with no preparation for anything bet- 
ter. 
Tbo vocational training school in 


Fort Wayne will in a measure appeal to 
boys who ordinarily would not ho in 
school, after having reached the ago of 
fourteen years. 


IToro is where elementary industrial 


twining finds its fruitful field in awak- 
ening the vocational intaresots of the 
mpils, keeping them longer in

According to tho report of the tndui- 
trial commission, our public schools in 
the past, with rare exception, put little 
premium upon tho importance of giving f 
our girls a knowledge of the problems 
of the home and skill in its manage- 
ment. Our school training in the past, 
in fur too many 
instances, has not 


strengthened tho girl's appreciation for 
n good home. 
Mere academic training 


will not answer the purpose, and there- 
fore we have tho vocational schools. 
: 


In Fort Wnytie, as well as elsewhere, 


not a few women, either from choice or 
physical disability, will over engage In 
the duties of home 
making. 
Those 


should be trained in the problems of 
homo economics for the culture that it 
will bring them, for the sympathy it 
will arouse in them concerning the prob- 
lems for all women and for tho skill It 
will bring to them in managing the eco- 
nomic side of their own lives, Tho vo- 
cational training school takes up these 
matters, and whon the people of Fort 
Waynn 
begin to realize the immense 


value of such an institution, they will 
surely co-operate with school author- 
ities In making it a success. 


Real Finishing Schools.

well-to-do colony of Goshen, near which the 
Harriman home at Arden is situated, first 
began to go in for hunting over the neighbor- 
ing meadows and hills.

the days when she was a small child, walking 
with her governess in the modern forest of

of that, '.nit spend iheir time chiefly in 
catering to the summer visitors and in 
getting their lobster traps ready for the 
winter fishing. This is one of the ex- 
tremely few places along the Maine coast 
where lobsters are not taken in summer. 
After July 1 all the traps come out of the 
water and they are not put down again 
until January I. Laws enacted by the 
Legislature of 1010 make this the legal 
time for fishing, although the islanders 
by mutual agreement have observed a 
similar close season for years. 


It was to protect themselves against the 


outside fishermen who coveted the fine 
lobsters obtainable ill. the water around 
the shores

the 
islanders went 


!o the Legislature. Now any "outsider" 
who attempts to trap lobsters, winter or 
summer, is breaking the law. He will also 
find his grar cut away faster than he 
onu put it down. The fishermen, of whom 
there are not moro than thirty-five or 
forty, will this winter put down close to 
four iliousaud lobster pots. Already they 
arc heaped in huge piles all over the 
island. The catches arc sold to thesmack- 
:no'n, who call when tho weather permits, 
and the average receipts per man are 
about $2fiO a month during the lobster 
fisliing season. 


This with the revenue obtained from the 


cod, haddock, mackerel and miscellaneous 
fisheries of tlic' other six months, aug- 
mented by the money left by the cottagers 
ind tourists, makes every family oa 
Monhngan independent. There are no 
paupers on the island. All have comfort- 
able homes, with All the necessities and 
many of the luxuries of life.

only the sugar in the fruit that stimu- 
lates; tlm acids—indirectly—bring about 
the same result. 
For tho function of 


acids is pre-eminently to break down 
and eliminate from the system tho un- 
burnt—i. e., 
unoxygenated—foodstuffs, 


retained in the blood and tissues as a 
result from errors in diet. As these de- 
posits arc broken down nmd precipitated 
in the circulation, they become subject^ 
to oxygenation by which now impulses 
of heat and energy are transmitted to 
tho system. 


Thin may explain why a "lass of 1cm- 


onude, in hot weather is stimulating and 
strengthening. 
It brings out the en- 


ergy suspended In unused waste deposits 
by exposing them to oxygenation with 
tho subsequent generation of muscular 
and nervous energy.—Dr. Ayel Gibbson.

newspapers a "mysterious disease,'* 
affecting borsee, cattle and mules, has 
proved destructive, many farmers sus- 
stalnlng several losses. Investigation 
and personal observation of this out- 
break, furnished conclusive evidence 
that the disease In queetion was forage 


Animal affected try "blind staggers," 


the result of poisoning. When walk- 
Ing this horse walked directly into 
fences and buildings. 


poisoning, traceable In a majority of 
coses to unsound corn, fodder or fer- 
mented ensilage. The disease attacked 
horses more than cattlo, and cattle 
were more susceptible than mules.

arians and stockmen that these out- 
breaks follow wet seasons, especially

"wh-en preceded by a drought, which 
causes a damp, sultry atmosphere. 
Snch climatic conditions favor the 
multiplication of molds which Inhabit 
grasses, corn £tolka and corn kornols. 
While a majority of the canes have 
appeared when moldy corn, fodder or 
ensilage were fed, it Is well to boar In 
mftid that In damp seasons the grasses 
may also convey the destructive agent 
when consumed by grazing anlmala. 
Water is a very Important factor In 
spreading the contagion. 


To control this disease and prevent 


unaffected animate from contracting 
It, has b«en demonstrated possible 
by discontinuing the feeding- of all 
moldy forage. 
Very few oases have 


occurred after a complete change of 
feed was made. 


The high death rate recorded shows 


that no medicine can yet be depended 
upon to effect a cure. 
Affected ani- 


mals should be removed to a clean, 
dry, well ventilated, airy stall. 
The 


stall should be padded and tho ani- 
mal tied to avoid uny Injury during 
convulsions, which may appear at any 
stage of the disease without warning, 
and which may be accompanied by 
violence. 


Th« owner should not unduly ex- 


pose himself during such moments, as 
the gentlest family horse may assume 
a vicious attitude. 
Stalls shoulfl be 


knpt scrupulously clean and well dis- 


infected. 
A solution of nix ounces of 


chlurld of lime to one gallon of wator; 
or carbolic acid In 6 per cant nolution 
In water Is recommended for this pur- 
pose. 
| The best method of combating this 


j disease Ilos In prevention. Moldy, Im- 
properly cured, fermented or damaged 
feed should not be fed to animals. 


Moldy corn such KM w»s being fed at

Good results can be obtained by float- 
Ing the feed. The damaged corn risen 
to the surface and is skimmed off. The 
Round kernels sink and can be fed to 


I horsefi, cattle and mules with safety. 
This simple method of prevention la 
recommended as an easy, effective way 
of preventing or checking this disease. 


STOREVG MANURE FOR THE 


GARDEN. 


A common practice Is to manure the 


garden every year late in the fall or 
before planting in the spring, no fur- 
ther attention being given. This prac- 
tice, however, is not the beat. 


The manure for the garden should 


be kept in a large box with a lid or 
so screened that flies cannot enter It. 
Manure heape are the natural breed- 
ing places of these pests and if they 
are allowed to remain near the house 
uncovered will prove a great nuisance. 


A good plan is to use a very close 


wire screen nailed to a frame with 
hinges for the top.

To aid persons who find Ice difficult 


to obtain to keep their household milk 
In better condition than if it is al- 
lowed to stand around 
In 
heated 


rooms, the dairy experts of the De- 
partment of Agriculture have issued 
the following recommendations: 


If It is impossible to procure Ice, 


the milk bottle oan be kept cooler 
than tho surrounding air by keeping it 
In a jar or pa-il of running water. 
Whore It is Impossible to use running 
water from a faucet, wrap the bottle 
In a damp cloth and put It in the 
shade m an open window or in any 
current of air. This method will keep 
the milk a few degrees cooler than If 
loft simply In the air.

"Scientific" Agriculture It 


Unknown in Amoy. 


W 


HILE in some parts oE Chiua new 
industries and advanced agricultural 
methods have been established, the 


inhabitants of Amoy plant and reap their 
crops as they have done for centuries and 
manufacture products in the same way. 
The results arc not bad, however, for 
about thirty miles from Amoy the finest 
rice in China is grown. Here also ifi tha 
soil particularly adapted to the Chiaesa 
lily. 


Chief among the Amoy fruits is the 


pomelo, a citrus fruit somewhat larger 
than the grape fruit, with a thick, yellow, 
bitter skin. There are oranges, too, and 
bananas, pineapples, mangoes and other 
fruits. The cultivation of tea in thia dis- 
trict has almost ceased, but that of the 
opium poppy is again on the increase. 
Almost all o£ the cultivation of the soil is 
done by hand. The rice plants are trans- 


and the fields frequently 


the same way. If a farmer has 


some surplus plants he throws them in an 
unused corner near a well, and those who 
lack enough for their planting may have 
them for the asking. 


Such implements as are in use are ex- 


tremely crude. The native plough does 
little more than scratch the surface, and 
the simple and inexpensive harrow U 
usually drawn by an Indian cow or 
bullock or sometimes by the water buffalo. 
Horses and donkeys are rarely used. 


At Amoykong the junks come in from 


the sea and at high tide go well up on ths 
beach. There is a rise and fall of eighteen 
feet here, and when the tide goes out the 
junks are beached and repaired. 
Hera 


are built the three masted sailing junk* 
with square sails familiar in Chinese pict- 
ures, made of bamboo woven into a pat- 
tern something like that of a cane seat iu 
a chair, with a layer of "U" leaves between 
two such meshes of cane sewed together 
with other small strips of bamboo. 
Iu 


Amoykong also are made the fish nets 
used by the junks which bring into Amoy 
large quantities of fish, come ot which 
arc salted and dried. 


The emigration front this district hai 


been very heavy, and the male population 
of whole villages is largely limited JJ old 
men and boys. 
Women are to b« found 


whose husbands left for the south soon 
after marriage and have hardly been 
heard of since. 
Occasionally they return 


after years of absence and purchase or 
adopt a. son for their Chinese wife, so that 
thoir ancestors may be revered and they 
themselves have some ono to look after 
their graves,
